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THE TEMPLE 


RIMARILY, The Temple is a cosmie organie centre, the eonstituent 
parts of which are the units of eolleetive humanity. 

Coineident with the original impulse, the first emanation from the Cen-

To the efforts of the Masters is due the impulse which has caused the 
great advance in scientifie, philosophical and social endeavor; for they are 
the guardians of Ancient Wisdom and Knowledge, in which hes the root 
of all progress; and the work of The Temple is to cultivate and embody 
the highest prineiples of all guch endeavor in one s8tupendous living organie 
whole.

TEMPLE 1EACHINGS. OPEN SERIES. No. CXXX. 


Posstbly I may shock or discourage those among my children 
who have accepted modern interpretations of a philosophy as old 
as the world, and who im their efforts to reconcile two or more 
IrrefOncilable phases of that philosophy have given the mongrel 
result the title of New Thought; but 1 am hoping that deeper 
cons1deration and thorough investigation will hetter enhizhten those 
who have accepted the view presented by the original founders of 
the various present cults. 

First of all vou must consider the natural tendency of the 
Iman mind to avidly grasp and strive to apply any fact or theory 
which gives promise of immediate reliet from painful or undesired 
conditions. How eagerly they read or listen to the gleanings from 
any and every exposition obtainable -which appears to confirm their 
accepted theory and reject in part or in toto the gleanings which 
appear to oppose or refute a theory founded on the same expo- 
Sitions. This natural trend of the human mind 1s s0 obvious that 
it does not require a very brilliant intellect to grasp and use a 
theory which seems to offer personal advantages as a bhase for 
propaganda, and vou may note that the majority of the "New 
Thought” teachers have seized upon some method of healing or ot 
gaining material wealth, and put it forth as the ultima thule of all 
endeavor. The very sound or sight of the word spiritual 1s Seized 
by the imagination and generously applied to the aforementioned 
methods. 

The suffering from what are at the very most temporary forms 
of disease, *and the deprivations suffered from what. are equally 
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temporary conditions of <o-called poverty are far less acute than 
are other forms of suftering which the human heing 1s capabie 
ot enduring. 

The qualities of patience, courage and endurance, attained in 
one hfe period, might render the sufferer 1nmune to the greater 
Suftering 1n other lines; hut this fact 1s tabooed or scofhngly 
denied. 

In many instances the immutable decrees of the laws of Karma 
and Reincarnation are either demed or twisted into a form which 
would appear to justity the theorv advanced. The 1llus!onary 
plane of gross matter takes precedence in the minds of those 
theorists over what are 1n verv fact the real planes of hfe, and 
this despite all their highlv 1llumined descriptions of hfe after 
death upon _those planes and their desirability as a dwelling place. 
\\ere <nch not the caxe a vaster knowledee of those decrees of 
law and hfe would be attainable than 1s pos<thle while their pres- 
ent limitations obtain. That they are right in s0 far as their con- 
ception of the power of thought 1s concerned, 1s ind1sputable. but 
thev are often wrong in their apphcation of the power, and 1gnor- 
ant of the nature of the instrument used to accomplish their desired 
ends. Necessarily their thoughts are focused on the physical 
plane to a great degree, and this prevents the wider <weep of the 
<ul on interior planes of fe. 

No mtelhgent mind can deny the fact that certain results are 
often accomphshed hv the apphcation of mental force: the mam 
point at 1ssue here 1s whether <such results would he decrred by the 
individual who 1s treated by the said methods 1f he were aware of 
the ultimate effects. For m<tance, 1f a man 1s afflicted with a d:s- 
position toward some one form of cruelty, however concealed from 
others or dixcredited hy himself, the fact of its existence at this 
time 18 the result of repeated acts of cruelty by himself im former 
incarnations. Cruelty 1s an evil which must eventually he elim- 
nated from the mental <phere where 1t has developed to an abnor- 
mal degree, and as every mental inhihition or undesrrable quality 
1:ust be ehminated hy means of a definite process which necessttates 
a lower vibration of matter,—that 


it= mamifestation in gross form 
tendency to crueltv mav he materialized in some form of disease, 
[f that disease were eliminated by means of a higher, a spiritual 
force, hefore the Ego had succeeded in reducing that tendency 
toward cruelty, a <spiritual force would have heen misdirected, the 
tendency toward evil would remain unchanged, nece=<rttating an 


increa<e of <nffering in later hfe or in future lives.

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While the above only illustrates one point of my argument it 
may be of interest to you to learn that such a form of cruelty as 
1s the suppress10n of sympathy, which is evident in the cases of 
many votaries of the old or New Thought, may easily result in 
one particular form of disease in the body: The inconsistency of 
many devotees of the theorists 1s a bar to belief in their teachings 
in the case of a logical mind; for when they vigorously affirm that 
Spirit (their particular 1dea of $pirit) is all in all, and by their 
methods of treatment claim to he perfectly capable of applying the 
Said treatment for the elimination of all forms of evil, while snbse- 
quently they make exceptions showing that other, more material 
means are necessary for treatment in exceptional cases, it 1s dith- 
cult for them to convince a logician as to the infallibility of their 


methods.
